* There is much to compare in Palmer Brown's writing and drawing- the tiny, 
dainty yet very ready pictures- to the modern trend of realistic fairy tale that has 
reached high points in the Poppins books and Mary Norton's Borrowers, but Anna Lavinia 
(of Beyond the Pawpaw Trees- 1955) is a heroine with a different set of traits and ad- 
ventures and a different world to live in. That world is with her mother, who makes paw- 
paw preserves and has sensible things to say, and in this case, also with her Uncle Jef- 
frey, a travelling seller of herbs and spices. At first there would seem to be little 
connection between Uncle Jeffrey and Toby, the boy at the bottom of the dew pond near 
Anna Lavinia's house. Anna Lavinia meets him after some workmen have decided to dig up 
the pond and her visit to the under side, before the pond must disappear, reveals Toby's 
way of life in an enchanted, floating land, as well has his Aunt Cornelia's romance with 
Uncle Jeffrey- which provides a happy ending for the book. From it all, Anna Lavinia 
gains a new point of view and a silver nutmeg for remembrance and readers should find 
something equally valuable and fascinating.

Short chapters on geography, the different kinds of 
people, past foreign occupations, farming, industry, daily life, holidays, etc., give 
@ good cross section view. One notices some marked efforts to make such a different 
way of life more understandable (or perhaps acceptable would be the word) to American 
children, and these distort the logic of Chinese ways to some extent. Also, the 
political situation of Formosa as the bastion of Free China, is explained in vague 
terms intended to smooth over rather than to point up harsher realities. In the main, 
however, this is a factual text that may be useful in getting a danger spot presented 
in terms of itself.

THE MISSION INDIANS OF CALIFORNIA . $2.00 


Tenth in this author's series of books about American Indian tribes, this is 
similar in pattern to the others and presents an adequate social history of the groups 
along the lower California coast. It starts with a portrayal of life in the days be- 
fore the white man. Little Singer, a boy with the talent his name indicates, is the 
central character and through his own and his family's activities we learn of legends, 
ceremonies and general livelihood in his village and neighboring ones. The first five 
chapters are devoted to this and in a sense they create a fair picture of the externals 
of Indian life. The last two chapters, however, are on the Spanish settlement and its 
unfortunate results for the Indians. Here, a heavy handed attempt at plot, carried 
through from the earlier doings of Little Singer's tribe, unfortunately drowns much 
of the practical knowledge in sentiment. Awkward drawings by Althea Karr and some 
mistakes in Spanish pronunciation make us wish there were a better book on the subject.

A new phase of the Parrish-Jordan genealogy follows through on Tippy Par- 
rish's second year of marriage to Lieutenant Peter Jordan, posted in Panama, and takes 
more than one side glance at the affairs of Candy Kane who gave up a singing career 
to marry Barton, Peter's immediate superior. While Tippy and Peter come as close to 
being the model of a well adjusted couple as possible and wait out Tippy's pregnancy 
with no more than the usual mixture of homesickness and reluctance to call in a fus- 
sing family, the road of Candy and Barton is not so smooth. Barton, in the long run 
a good self critic, nevertheless oversteps the bounds with an impulsive jealousy. 

When Candy is given the opportunity to sing at a local gathering, Barton walks out on 
the performance and Candy is ready to walk out on him before some more permanent ad- 
justment is made. While the book touches legitimately on the sore spots of career vs. 
marriage, it confuses the issue in its agonizings about a man's world; in its display 
of Barton's emotions (without which Candy would be perfectly happy career-less), and 
in its sentimental tribute to the marriage of Peter and his light headed Tippy. Is 
this primarily a juvenile or women's reading at rental level?

THE RAINBOW BOOK OF ART $495 


* An impressive achievement, this big art treasury for the early teens. In 
view of its scope, the author has avoided most of the dangers of oversimplification. 
For most parents it meets the need for a key to the world of art. In the main, the 
critics will be among those who are not seeking that key, and to them it may seem 
occasionally misleading in its too categorical statements of fact. Thomas Craven - 
well known in his field as art critic and already a writer on art who has succeeded 
in bringing understanding to many uninformed - here gives us a highly readable text, 
and judicious selection of illustrations (32 in full color, over 350 in half tone and 
line). He has included painting, sculpture and architecture, from the cave man's art 
to Frank Lloyd Wright. This will assuredly stimulate interest in a subject on which 
few schools provide that stimulus. The famous periods are here:- Egyptian, Assyrian, 
Greek, Roman, Byzantine, Romanesque, Gothic, Renaissance, and on up through the 19th 
century French paintings and the modern trends. Within each the arts and their 
masters are related as closely as possible both to their own cycles and the social 
and historical factors affecting them. It is here that Craven ventures to state as 
fact what some would question as matters of opinion, but at an interest level where 
there is little background to work against, this seems inevitable. The handling should 
bring on discussion and provide a leavening influence. Wonderful value at this price.

(which it also is), this fascinating long novel is by far the author's best work. It 
starts at Christmas, 1944, and traces through four years the development among a 
group of Paris left-wing intellectuals. The goal is to tell how these men and women, 
united during the war in the Resistance and by the common, necessary action involved, 
reacted and divided in peace. The story is told in alternating chapters,- half in 
the third person about Henri Perron, writer and editor of an underground newspaper, 
half in the first person by Anne Dubreuilk, a psychiatrist (de Beauvoir herself). 
Anne's husband, Robert, a Sartre-like figure, starts the S.R.L., a movement of the 
non-Communist left, and persuades Henri to back it with his paper. Then they split 
over breaking the story of Russian slave labor camps- and an unfounded suspicion that 
Robert has become a secret Communist. lLater they are reunited in feeling that the 
intellectuals must maintain a position around which liberals who can't’ swallow either 
Capitalism or Communism can rally. Besides the political story there are several 
love stories, one an extraordinary and wonderful story of Anne and an American writer 
(whom the literary cognescenti will recognize). This is alternately idyllic, pas- 
sionate, horrifying and tragic - and extraordinarily objective. The picture of 
America, too, is unusual in view of de Beauvoir's expected attitude. The book offers 
more than space permits in detail:- political discussion, graphic sex, sharp pen por- 
traits of types and individuals in the literary scene, some travel writing, even a 
few episodes of straight action. Despite all this, the novel is not a hodge podge; 
its parts are well integrated with the central theme. Readers may be divided in 
their acceptance, but the book is certain of significant critical reception. A cer-

There is a measure of prosperity they 
have not known before; there are schools and hospitals and a few modern housing and 
civic areas with modern sanitation; there is a surge of industrial development that 
will not take more than a decade to rival our own. How it is achieved a Westerner can 
see in part- and guess in other directions (slave camps were forbidden but he knew 
they existed); the MVD is everywhere. But the people had known no freedom as we know 
it prior to this. The courts, the law, the police all come in for a very professional 
closeup, and the degree of freedom of speech is revealed. Criticism is allowed- within 
the discipline of the party. Freedom of worship is permitted, but anti-religious 
sentiment is taught everywhere. The schools provide the main channel of Russianization. 
Music and the theatre are the main outlets emotionally- and the arts are being given 
more freedom. The new regime he feels is more dangerous because the big stick is 
concealed behind a new friendliness. He warns- and urges dexterity and wisdom in the 
political realms.

His method 
of discussing whether or not ballets should have plots is lucid and indicative of 
the whole book; for where he could have theorized and vecome abstract, he takes 
specific cases, for example Stravinsky's thoughts when composing Petrouchka and The 
Firebird, where the element of plot is rudimentary.

THE FATAL DECISIONS 


"The Battles of Britain, Moscow, El Alamein, Stalingrad, Normandy, and the 
Ardennes" form an outline of German defeat in terms of the war's major turning points. 
The top Nazi brass, figuring in these battles and strategy, present the factors which 
dominated their thinking ~- and Hitler's, especially, and the editors have skilfully 
put the explications together, while Lt. Gen. Siegfried Westphal's running commentary 
keeps the total global aspect of Nazi planning before the reader. The first theme is 
Hitler's arbitrary rule, blind optimism and insane conceit. The British forces flee- 
ing Dunkirk were not attacked by land forces, for he placed too much faith in air 
destruction of England. He put off, disastrously, the invasion of Russia and, when 
the best fighting weather was gone, should clearly have struck at Leningrad and Moscow. 
The troops lacked clothing and equipment for a Russian winter. The entire Sixth Army 
at Stalingrad was needlessly decimated. Rommel was not permitted to withdraw at El 
Alamein until overrun by Montgomery. A second theme is the lack of integration at 
top levels, and such unthinkable nonsense as Goering's lying about the strength of 
the Luftwaffe. A third theme is that of the "professional soldier", and the attitude- 
that human and moral elements are of no concern to the soldier and that the Allied 
victory was rather like a sports event in which the better team won out - is odious 
in recall. The six German Generals who give these first hand accounts provide sub- 
stantial alibi material for the military historian and analyst and offer much of 
interest to the general reader of history.

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end the iconoclast, the debunker.. In a sense this supplements A Mencken Chrestomathy 
(published in 1949, and culled from his famous Prejudices), but it has less cohesion, is 
more repetitive and unselective. In the main the material consists of brief notes, out 
of which something might eventually have developed. Here are germs of his theories on 
crime and punishment, on new ideas, on the emotional stimulus of war, on survival after 
death, on the new leisure, on the failures of education, on the reading of newspapers, 
on the franchise- right or privilege?- on the unreliability of history, on the fallacies 
concerning the Southerner and the Negro, etc. Two major themes can be picked out as 
dominant:- the lesser one of his scorn for the New Deal, his hatred of Roosevelt; the 
major one of his cynicism about religion, particularly Christianity in all its forms 
(Christian Science and Catholicism come in perhaps for the hardest jabs). Somehow, 
Mencken read today fails to shock, to challenge, though he can still provide the quo- 
table epigram.

The author, who grew up in 
Niles, Michigan, gives a picture of Ring's boyhood there, where he stayed in the bosom 
of a talented, conscientious, well-to-do family until as a teen-ager he went to public 
schools. We follow his reporting career from cub days as he accompanied the baseball 
boys who became the stuff of his stories as well as his columns. There are full and fre- 
quent quotations from the verses sent to his fiancee from the road, the Chicago Tribune 
sports column, letters to family and friends, notably Scott Fitzgerald, and colleagues, 
such as Theodore Dreiser, the stories and even the lyrics of shows written for the the- 
atre he loved. These are accompanied by an analysis suited to the seriousness of the 
piece. While true intimacy is withheld (one has hardly any picture of his wife and 
family despite some letters and references), perhaps by the nature of the man who masked 
himself, there is an ease of acquaintance and an enjoyment of attractive and often cele- 
brated company here - with Fitzgerald, Farrell, Sherwood Anderson and Grantland Rice 
among them. While dealing with the interior man with his agonizing sensitivity and 
puritanism and his alcoholic resort, this is perhaps once-removed from the drawing power 
of the Mizener book on Fitzgerald, in part because the figure is not so touted today 
and in part because the personal comes second to the professional man.

An expansive reminiscence garnered from three trips to Africa in three suc- ra 
cessive decades (1937, 1946, 1954) comes from a peripatetic gent who also brought back 


the word on Headhunting in the Amazon (1952). Mr. Cotlow experiences Africa as a time 
machine that can take the traveller back along the world's lifeline and allow him to 
debark at will. His own adventures extend from enjoying the hospitality of the pygmies 
in the Ituri forest, living the daily round of a 20,000-year-old civilization, to the 
undesirable attentions of Mau Mau terrorists while visiting an animal farm in Kenya. 
His main interests carry him away from political unrest into the kingdom of the beasts. 
Here he encounters the gorillas in the Eastern Congo in a warlike episode; jounces across 
the Serengeti Plains enjoying the vista of lions; even has a good word to say for a 
crocodile, one particular Lutembe, who came when she was summoned to a feast of fish. 
The Watussi, Mangbetu and Masai are among the tribes he came to know. The coverage is 
similar to other African treks with a familiar relish for anecdote, distinguishable by 
an extensive browsing range and entirely accommodating.

Subtitled "Tales of Adventure, Faith and Love from Jewish Literature", this 
collection draws from 3500 years of Jewish writing, presenting in idiomatic English 
translations of stories from the Hebrew, Aramaic, Greek, Yiddish, German, French, 
Spanish, and English.

Here is a collection of trail tales from 
his years in the Cameroons tracking his specialty, gorillas, often in the company of 
the Mendjims, whose tribal lack of old people leaves doubts as to the extent of their 
relinquishing of cannibalism. One of his adventures is a classic of escape from a 
definitely unreformed Maka cannibal siege in time to meet the punitive expedition 
marching to avenge his death. Collaboration with zoologist Harry Miller is most evi- 
dent in the handling of gorilla life, which Merfield found fascinating and admirable. 
Aside from human acquaintances, there are such prize companions as Bo-Bo, the choga

* As a literate and sympathetic biography, full of complete, well organized 
episodes, this should find a wider audience among readers than just those who were 
brought up on the stories of Lucy Fitch Perkins. For in extensively describing a 
personality it also intensively describes two conflicting ages and the pattern of 
life they created. Though the narrative is held in skillful check, Lucy Fitch and 
her large family come alive from page one and remain so- as Puritan Bostonians who 
lived a life of earnest yet happy hard workin the midwest where Lucy's father, 
Appleton, sought only to support his family and to fulfill his duties (through teach- 
ing) towards the betterment of society. Throughout her young life and the period of 
growing talent as a humorist and raconteur in writing and drawing, the atmosphere 
was busy and gay yet so unquestionably Puritan that Lucy, when the hard won chance 
came for her to study at the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, found a stumbling block in 
the Unitarianism of Dwight Perkins, the young architecture student of M.I.T. with 
whom she fell in love so promptly. However, it all ended happily, even more bene- 
ficially than one might have expected. Though Lucy gave up all thoughts of serious 
work when she married Dwight, the end of the century depression brought a necessity 
to earn which was fulfilled by a return to drawing and the resulting Twin books. We 
wish there were a fuller analysis of these, but Mrs. Perkins' methods and theories 
are at least accounted for with the perception that marks the other incidents in the 
book.

Shackford, James Atkins Univ. of North Carolina 
DAVID CROCKETT, THE MAN AND THE LEGEND $6.00 


Probably the definitive seriqus work on Davy Crockett,this views primary and 
challenges secondary sources and organizes the material to give a full, interesting 
account of the personality in relation to the times. Much of the material will be 
familiar to those currently aware of the more startling (and marketable) accounts. 

The narrative reaffirms the main events in his life, from running away as a boy, 

through a career as woodsman, farmer, soldier and politician, on to his death at the 
Alamo. But there is this difference; every incident is meticulously documented from 
court records and contemporary writings, including Crockett's own. The material emerges 
astute, fresh. We see a real person, poor, hardworking, and bumptious in a way that 
characterized the popular American pose of ignorance. The events of his political life, 
entered on casually and abandoned dramatically, are expanded in detail, especially the 
fight with Jackson over the land bill and the cause celebre he became for the Whigs. 

His legendary exploits, though scanted in the text,are reserved for an appendix where 
the historical factors (which range from the spate of earthquakes actually experienced 
by Tennessee to the broad concept of pioneering) are more than adequately enumerated. 
The popular awareness of the character may lead to an extensive lay market.
